Ford pens reform bill 


WASHINGTON lU P I> — Every member of Congress was 
invited to the White House today to watch President Ford 
sign a law making some of their campaign methods obsolete 
in next month s election 
The Federal Election Campaign Act Amendments of 1974 
are the most sweeping political campaign reforms in 
American history 
Five of the men directly responsible for the law are in 
U.S. District court today, on trial for conspiracy in the 
Watergate cover-up 
There is no question that the alleged excesses of former 
President Nixon’s re-election campaign are behind many of 
the reforms 
Up until 1972. campaign reform was regularly discussed, 
but little was done 
After that campaign, investigation after investigation 
found corruption so pervasive that a majority of Congress 
decided it was better that taxpayers pay for presidential 
campaigns than the old way of letting candidates privately 
raise all the money they can and spend all they get 
The reforms will take effect for the 1976 campaign so the 
Nov 5 election will be the last of a breed 
Those senators who will seek re-election in 1976 will be 
limited to spending 8 cents times the voting age population 
in their states or $100,000 in primary election, and 12 cents 
times the voting age population or $150,000 in the general 
election Only $35,000 can be the candidate's money 
House members in 1976 will be limited to $70,000 in the

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The $60,000 
which Laurence Rockefeller paid for a 
biography of Arthur Goldberg may cost 
his brother Nelson an easy nomination 
to the vice presidency of the United 
States.

Rockefeller will be denied the vice 
presidency, 
but 
the 
congressional 
committees which were expected to 
confirm him easily now are scheduling 
more hearings to investigate the book 
and the reported $2 million in gifts and 
forgiven loans for Rockefeller friends 
and aides. 
New questions are expected to revolve 
around 
whether 
there were 
dirty 
tricks” on behalf of the New York 
governor, and another old question will 
come up again: can Rockefeller put 
aside his personal wealth and power and 
that of his family if he becomes vice 
president? 
Goldberg, whom Rockefeller defeated 
for New York’s governorship by a 
record breaking majority in 1970, uses

The new law limits an individual to $25,000 contributions 
for all candidates in a single year and no more than $3,000 to 
one candidate - $1,000 in a primary, $1,000 if there’s a 
runoff, and $! ,000 for the general election 
However, the law permits candidates to spend 20 per cent 
over their limits for raising money from small contribu­ 
tions. 
Candidates would be forced to establish a central 
campaign 
committee, 
report 
contributions 
and 
expenditures, refuse cash contributions over $100, refuse 
contributions from foreigners or in another person’s name, 
and their loans will be treated as contributions 
If they are elected, their outside income for articles and 
speeches will be limited to $15,000, with $1,000 for any single 
article If there's any campaign money left, it can be used to 
defray the expenses of holding public office 
But the biggest changes will be in the 1976 presidential 
campaign and thereafter, because tax money will be used 
for primaries, general elections, and nominating conven­ 
tions 
The money can come either from the $1 checkoff on 
income tax returns —by 1976 this kitty is expected to be $75 
million — or small contributions, but not both 
The Democratic and Republican candidates will each get 
$20 million, up to $5 million for primaries, and their party 
will receive $2 million to finance their conventions.

Calf shooting planned 
to hike meat prices 


United Press International 
Wisconsin farmers near the town of 
Curtis said several hundred calves 
would be lined up and shot today m their 
National Farmers Organization protest 
against the sagging price of beef. 


Wisconsin 
NFO 
president 
Steve 
Pavich said he was aware that most of 
the 160 NFO groups meeting across the 
country Monday night had decided to 
hold off planning any protest calf 
slaughter for at least several weeks. 


"But that doesn't make any difference 
to us," Pavich said. "W e’re going ahead 
with our plans in Wisconsin. ’’ 


He said anyone who wanted to buy the 
slaughtered calves was welcome to, 
adding they would be sold "on a cost 
production basis." 


NFO President Oren Lee Staley, 
speaking at an NFO meeting at Fayette, 
Iowa, called for a "get tough policy" to 
boost cattle, hog and dairy product 
prices. 


His message was recorded and played 
at many of the gatherings—the first 
such meetings ever called by the huge 
national farm cooperative 


The National Farmers’ Organization 
has vowed to hold meat off the market if 
farmers can’t get the prices they want 
for their livestock. 


The 
meetings 
—the

gatherings ever called by the huge 
national farm cooperative —were the 
first step in a coordinated program to 
boost prices. 


Staley said the group "is anxious to 
fight," but added that it must first 
analyze farmers’ support for their 
program. 


He said NFO members would be 
called together to determine the prices 
they must have for their products and 
that those prices would then be announ­ 
ced. 


"Farmers will be advised to hold their 
production on the farms until their price 
demands are met," Staley said 


" It ’s time for farmers to price their 
products," Staley said. "It is just as 
patriotic for farmers to price their 
products as for manufacturers to price 
their lines or for labor unions to strike.” 


He said the mood of the Fayette 
meeting, which drew more than 300 
persons from a 10-county area of 
northeastern Iowa, was one of "quiet 
determination.”

WASHINGTON (U PI > - John D 
Ehrlichman’s attorney charged today 
that former President Richard M. Nixon 
“ deceived, misled, lied to and used" and 
finally forced a resignation from his 
former No 2 aide in order "to save his 
own neck " 
Ehrlichman, one of five former Nixon 
associates on trial in the Watergate 
cover-up, was portrayed by defense 
attorney William S Frates as a victim 
of 
the 
plot 
who 
had 
"repeatedly 
recommended" that Nixon disclose the 
truth 
It was the first time Ehrlichman had 
turned accuser of Nixon, whom he 
served as chief domestic adviser in the 
White House until April, 1973, when the 
Watergate scandal became a major 
issue 
Nixon, 
named 
an 
unindicted co- 
eonspirator in the cover-up, has been 
pardoned by President Ford and cannot 
be tried for any Watergate-related in­ 
cidents 
Former White House counsel John W 
Dean 
III, 
previously 
Nixon’s chief 
accuser, was to testify later in the day 
for the prosecution—whose case also 
was based on the complicity of the 
former President 


“ Richard Nixon deceived, misled, lied 
to and used John Ehrlichman to cover up 
his own knowledge and activities while 
publicly stating that John Ehrlichman 
was one of the finest public servants he 
had ever known," Frates told the jury 
"He 
(Nixon) 
was 
deliberately 
withholding 
information 
from 
him—covering up to save his own neck 
In simple terms, Mr Erhlichman had 


been had by his boss, the President of 
the United States."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica today scheduled a 
hearing for Wednesday afternoon on 
whether former President Richard M. 
Nixon should be compelled to testify at 
the Watergate cover-up trial of five of 
his former aides 


"I think the sooner we dispose of this 
the better off we’ll be," Sirica said, 
announcing the hearing would be held 
after the trial adjourns for the day 
Wednesday 


Nixon, 
named 
an 
unindicted 
co- 
conspirator in the case but pardoned by 
President 
Ford 
from 
any 
possible 
prosecution, was subpoenaed to testify 
both by the defense and the prosecution 
His lawyers have asked Sirica to 
excuse 
Nixon 
from 
testifying, 
contending on the advice of his doctors 
that traveling to Washington would pose 
“ a serious risk to his health 


Nixon summoned Ehrlichman to Camp 
David, Md., prior to his resignation 
April 30, 1973 "and told him ‘John, you 
have been my conscience, but I didn’t 
follow your advice It’s all my fault. If 
I ’d only followed your advice, we 
wouldn't be in this situation 
Frates also praised the tapes of 
Nixon’s White House conversations, 
which will be introduced into evidence 
beginning Wednesday 


"The tapes may have done some 
people harm but they’re the greatest 
thing that ever happened to John 
Ehrlichman." he said 
"Contrary to 
obstructing justice, it was everything 
but that and the tapes will show that 
chapter and verse. " 


He stressed that Nixon and former 
White 
House 
Chief 
of 
Staff 
H R 
Haldeman, one of the co-defendants in 
the cover up. never told Ehrlichman 
about the secret taping system 


He also sought to divorce Ehrlichman 
from Haldeman, once Ehrlichman’s 
close friend The two of them once were 
the powerful men in Nixon’s White 
House 


"Your natural inclination will be to 
put these defendants in one pot and 
frankly that’s my problem," Frates 
said. "The government, in its opening 
statement,

In an average month, the Santa 
Barbara County Veterans Service Office 
in Lompoc conducts 937 interviews — 
525 in the office, 411 over the phone, and 
one in the field — that lead to opening 
34 new case files and rendering 1,590 
service 
actions 
from 
completing 
applications to changes of address. 
The man who does 
most of the 
conducting is Philip Quinn, the only 
Veterans Service officer assigned to 
Lompoc 
Veterans and dependents of veterans 
contact the small, two-room office in the 
Veterans Memorial Building, that faces 
straight up H Street like eyes of 
Lompoc’s past, for the general reason of 
applying 
and 
inquiring about their 
lawful benefits — such as pensions, 
«disability) compensation, and home 
loans 
The 
well-known 
Veterans 
Administration is a federal agency 
created by Congress to administer the 
laws concerning veteran benefits. Quinn 
does not work for this agency, as many 
people mistakenly think 
He works for Santa Barbara County 
under a lesser known state veterans 
program. Each county maintains a 
Veterans Service Office created by the 
state legislature to “ accomplish all 
manner of work associated with claims 
for benefits by veterans 
and their 
dependents." 
The main Veteran Service Office in 
this county is located in Santa Barbara 
with branch offices in Santa Maria and 
Lompoc Without the program, veterans 
would have to do business with the 
nearest 
VA 
office, 
which 
is 
inconveniently located 150 miles south in 
Los Angeles. 
For this reason, the many veterans in 
Lompoc are appreciative of the local 
office 
A major workload in Quinn s office 
until recently was handling the high 


volume 
of 
phone calls 
concerning 
education benefits Now more tune can 
be 
afforded 
to 
the other 
veteran 
programs because VA representatives 
have been assigned to local colleges to 
service veterans entering school 
"Locally, we have two full-timed 
Veterans 
A dm inistration 
representatives at Hancock, one at their 
Vandenberg 
extension, 
and 
one 
additional VA rep on a part-time basis at 
La Verne College Now their function is 
to catch the problems early and they 
have the necessary communications 
with the Veterans Administration office 
in Los Angeles to get the veteran paid as 
soon as possible,’ Quinn said 
Veterans include persons in uniform 
and many airmen at Vandenberg who 
attend extension courses on base and 
classes at Hancock in Santa Maria 
These days the California Veteran 
Home Loan program is far more 
attractive than the federal home loan 
program because of a 4 Mi per cent 
difference in interest rates 
for the 
moment 
“ There is a lot of Cal-Vet activity 
now," Quinn said He added, however, 
"This is why we are hoping the situation 
will be clarified soon as to where the 
program is going The interest on future 
loans is in question right now.

More haggling over 
supplemental water

County reporter 
County water districts are still looking to 
county government for leadership in the search 
for supplemental water now vitally needed in 
several areas of the county 
The latest water district to call on county 
officials to exert leadership policy is the 
Carpmteria County Water District 
Carpinteria County Water District directors, 
by adopting a resolution Oct 
8 urging the 
County Water Agency "continue the lead" in 
pointing toward supplemental water supplies 
for the county, significantly took action on the 
heels of a move by the Board of Supervisors to 
negate a 1975 bond issue election proposal on

behalf of approving importation of State Project 
water. 
North county supervisors Curtis Tunnell and 
Francis Beattie had blocked a vote on the 
Goleta County Water District proposal for 
approval of a 1975 bond issue vote for state 
water on the grounds it was "premature " 


The stymied proposal then led to criticism of 
the pro-State Water Project faction on the 
Board of Supervisors by the Goleta district 
directors, who claimed the onus is now off of 
them for failing to expedite a program for 
supplemental water. 


Meanwhile, one representative of the Goleta 
district described the Carpinteria district 
resolution as a “cop out" on the county water 
problem 
However, the Goleta district official said the 
Carpintería 
resolution 
was 
somewhat 
significant in that it “again indicates the water 
districts look to the county for leadership" 
regarding action on supplemental water. 


Goleta district directors take the stand they 
feel 
the 
“heat 
is 
now 
on 
the 
county 
government ' to do something about State 
Project water in view of the vote stalling the 
proposed bond issue election 
Supervisors Tunnell and Beattie took the 
position that a vote in 1975 on State Project 
water couldn’t get 
voter approval 
They 
indicated they felt more time should pass before 
the water problem could build up to the point 
where citizen approval would be obtained Also, 
they said, allocation costs for State Proj«*ct 
water were still to be determined 
Now, Goleta district directors have stated 
that the north county faction on the board has 
delivered a major "setback” to resolving 
county water problems 
particularly those on 
the South Coast — by acting “to indefinitely 
postpone a decision on that issue ” 
The latest dispute underlines the fact that the 
four water districts on the South (oast continue 
to be in disagreement Acting more or less in 
accord with the majority on the Board of 
Supervisors has been the (’arpinteria and 
Summerland 
districts 
The 
Goleta 
and 
Montecito districts — which have restricted 
water usage - are on the other side of the tence 
in the continuing dispute 
The ( arpinteria resolution, according to the 
distric t general manager - secretary Robert 
Lieberknecht, "urges the County Water Agency 
to continue the lead in evaluating, developing, 
and acquiring the necessary supplemental 
water supplies for the county 
and that the 
water agency use. consider, refine and evaluate 
the data developed by the Toups Water 
Resources Management Study. " 
Lieberknecht added the district directors, 
staff, consultants and legal counsel "will 
coordinate and cooperate with the county 
agency and others to evaluate alternatives to 
the various water source projects " 
He said also that “through this procedure it is 
believed that the proper timing and scheduling 
of activities for a bond election for elementation 
of the State Water Project or any other feasible 
source can be arrived at. The district directors 
strongly believe that the water problems facing 
the South Coast are just a part of the county 
wide water problem and are eager to work with 
you on a solution "

Asked if veterans are aware of their benefits, Quinn replied, “I 
think across the board the recent veteran, the young man who 
spent his obligated tour and went out, is probably a far better 
informed veteran than his World War II counterpart, or Korea 
The services have military briefings, and of course how much gets 
across to the veteran depends on the individual base program 
Some veterans have complained to me that they had no separation 
briefing But basically I think 90 per cent of the veterans are 
pretty well briefed.” 
What is new in the veterans program1’ 
“Nothing is new It is a continuing program Education benefits 
are about to go up. hopefully This will keep many veterans in 
school," Quinn said 
He volunteered, "I think people get a very false impression of 
veterans going to school Many times they think $220 per month is 
certainly sufficient Locally, our students go to Hancock where 
the tuition is certainly limited and fees are non-existent and all 
we really have is our books to purchase But put that student at 
USC and he's working his tail off at a part-time job and still falling 
behind by a thousand or so a year .” 
Not all veterans, Quinn reported, are eager to receive a benefit 
“Sometimes you have to push a veteran into a claim he is 
entitled to Many times a veteran will look at a pension benefit as 
something less than a right and they will think they are not really 
entitled to it," Quinn said 
"Of course, my opinion is that the veteran certainly has the 
right not to apply, but if the Congress of the United States has 
passed a law which will give him a benefit for his service to the 
country in time of need, then he is certainly entitled to the pension 
«and it is not charity It’s a right that he has earned ” 
Quinn himself is a veteran He retired from the Air Force where 
he was last stationed at Vandenberg, where he did personal 
affairs work: exactly the same work he does today as a civilian 
“No," he explained, “this is not just a job I chose this position 
When I retired from the military, I had a couple of irons in the fire 
and monetarily the other irons were hotter than this job. but I 
preferred this type of work I had done it in the service and I like 
to deal with people and it is certainly rewarding." 
He can be found at the Veterans Service Office from 8 am to 5 
p m , minus an hour for lunch, Monday through Friday He has a 
family with four children, lives in Vandenberg Village, and goes to 
school at night

First showdown with Congress 


LONDON (U PI) 
Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson today 
asked trade union and industry 
leaders for help in what he 
called "a fight for national 
survival" in Britain's gravest 
economic crisis since World 
W arH 
Wilson invited the councils of 
the 10 million member Trades 
Union Congress and the Confed 
eration of British Industry to 
confer with him separately 
today 
His invitation came after 
brief preliminary talks Monday 
with the unions' general secre­ 
tary Len Murray and Campbell 
Adamson, director general of 
the business federation 
Later, in a grimly worded 
broadcast address to the nation 
— his first since his Labor party 
won Thursday’s general elec 
tion by a narrow three-seat 
margin — Wilson spelled out to 


the country the problems it 
faces, 
Britain is facing the gravest 
Crisis Since the war," Wilson 
said 
"Fighting inflation is a 
matter of national survival " 
We cannot look forward 
over the next two years or 
more to any general increase in 
living standards," he said 
Wilson said his government 
will go through with plans it 
announced during the election 
campaign including state take* 
overs of 
large sections of 
industry still in private owner­ 
ship 
But he assured businessmen 
his government also wants "a 
vigorous, alert, responsible and 
profitable private sector," 
He also promised help in a 
crisis budget in November for 
businesses 
threatened 
with 
bankruptcy by cash problems 
stemming from inflation.

LOS A N G E L E S (U P I) - The 
end of the 65-day-old bus strike 
appeared to be in sight today, 
with mechanics and drivers 
winning 24 per cent pay boosts.

Both contract offers thus 
reach the 24 per cent increase 
guideline set by Mayor Tom 
Bradley, county Board Chair­ 
man Kenneth Hahn and Gov.

The strike shut down the bus

The U N. General Assembly voted 105-4 with 20 abstentions 
Monday afternoon to invite the Palestinian Liberation Organi­ 
zation to take part in the Nov. 4 debate on the refugee question 
PLO representative Nabeel Shaakh jubilantly greeted the 
decision as the first step toward recognizing the Palestinians' 
right to self-determination. 
"W e are extremely happy and extremely excited,” Shaakh said. 
"W e are filled with emotion that 105 delegations voted for us." 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah blamed the P LO for 
murdering Israeli athletes at the Munich Olympic games in 1972, 
ambushing school buses, blowing up airplanes and other terrorist 
acts. 


He said the United Nations was now "called upon to welcome 
those who have turned the premeditated murder of innocent 
children, women and men into a profession." 


"It represents only itself, namely the approximately 10,000 
murderers trained and paid for the slaughter of innocent human 
beings," he said 
"T o equate them with the Palestinian 
community is to do a grave injustice to the latter." 


The debate next month marks the first time the Palestine issue 
has been listed separately from the Middle East crisis and the 
second time a non-delegate will address the General Assembly. 
The first non delegate was Pope Paul VI in 1965 


Israel, the United States, the Dominican Republic and Bolivia 
voted against the Arab-backed resolution co-sponsored by 71 of the 
138 U N member nations.

The naimon are still in hiding and the albacore are still a long 
way out, leaving albacore anglers at the mercy of the elements 
What looks like a fine day from shore can turn angry and rough 
a few miles offshore Some hoats have had to turn around and 
head back to port 
We have had many experiences that have left us with a healthy 
respect for the sea, a respect shared by most experienced anglers 
When they have gone all the 
way out, the albacore boats 
have been averaging about two 
fish per angler. 
As usual the bottom fishing is 
holding up well, with many 
limits 
Fishing out of Santa Barbara 
and the Ventura-Oxnard area is 
good, with large rock 
fish 
and calico bass filling the 
s a c k s, 
and 
h a lib u t 
hitting when the bottom is sandy. So far not many barracuda or 
bomta have been hauled in. SE A Landing at Santa Barbara reports 
big takes only a short distance from port. Fred Benko, who 
operates this landing, claim s it to be the closest landing to good 
fishing in the area 
The Weyerhauser Company, a major forest industry company, 
will sink nearly $200,000 into a program to enhance the salmon 
fishing resource in our state Weyerhauser will construct rearing 
ponds for salmon and steelhead and help fund the operating costs 
of the ponds for several years. 
The company also deals in extensive fresh-water ecosystems 
research and oyster research.

LOS ANGELES - (NEA) - 
Want to get into show busi­ 
ness? Don’t come to Los 
Angeles or go to New York 
Go to Arlington, Tex., or 
Orlando, Fla., or a few other 
places like that, spots which 
are gigantic in recent show 
business history. 
It sounds funny but it's true. 
Today the biggest employer

David Blackburn produces 
the shows for Six Flags which 
has large amusement parks 
in Texas, Georgia and 
Missouri, with smaller opera­ 
tions elsewhere in Texas and 
in California. 
Among 
them 
a ll, 
Blackburn employs around 
500 performers. He holds 
auditions every year and ev­ 
ery year he personally audi­ 
tions, he says, perhaps 5,000 
youngsters. 
He auditions generally 
around the city where he 
needs the talent — Dallas/ 
Fort Worth. Atlanta, St. Louts 
— bul when his staff has the 
time it goes further afield in 
search of fresh young faces 
and voices. Once, he went to 
Provo, Utah, which he re­ 
members mostly because an 
Indian boy came in and 
danced with a snake. They 
didn’t hire him. 
Once performers are hired 
Blackburn puts them to work 
in shows at one or another of 
the parks. Generally, they are 
amateurs at first, but quickly 
become pros, although not 
what you’d call overpaid. 
They work for salaries of a 
bit more than $3 an hour. 
Blackburn's counterpart 
with the Disney organization 
is Bob Janni, who produces 
all the shows and parades for 
Disneyland and Walt Disney 
World. 


“ The live entertainment 
business changed with the 
decline of nightclubs,” Janni 
says. “Today it’s a different 
ball game than it was five 
years ago. Today, the buying 
power of outdoor amusement 
parks is significant.” 
Janni says that he is cur­ 
rently running the only

showroom in the country that 
is open every day of the year

Over the years, much new 
talent has been developed at 
the amusement parks Janni 
is proud that the first profes­ 
sional engagement of the Os­ 
mond Brothers was at Dis­ 
neyland some years back. 
And Blackburn takes 
satisfaction in the emerging 
careers of some of his alumni 
— Cissy King and Kalna 
English, both now with The 
Lawrence Welk Show, and 
Betty Buckley, recently star­ 
ring on Broadway in "Pip­ 
pin,’’ got their starts as 
youngsters in the Six Flags 
shows. 
"John Denver worked at 
Six Flags Over Texas/' 
Blackburn says, “ but he 
wasn’t in one of our shows — 
for some reason, he never 
auditioned as a singer, but 
worked as a gunfighter in the 
park.’’ 
Janni had 98 college stu­ 
dents working in his parks 
last summer, in a program he 
ran in conjunction with 
California School of the Arts. 
They came from 37 different 
universities. It was, for vir­ 
tually all of them, their first 
taste of professional show 
business. 
Between the Disney and 
Six Flags operations, some­ 
where around one thousand 
youngsters get their first 
crack at show business enter­ 
taining. 
Blackburn says many of 
them find that the dream 
comes nowhere near being 
realized. They have to work 
too hard and they don’t get 
the money to make them for­ 
get their weariness. It does, 
however, give the dreamers a 
chance to get the fantasy out 
of their systems.

Opponents to this measure, 
including Mayor Tom Bradley 
of Los Angeles, argue that the 
residency 
requirement can 
insure that city employes 
have an interest in their city. 
This argument is fallacious. 
Because a worker lives inside 
or outside city limits would 
seldom have any bearing on 
the job they do. If it did, they 
shouldn’t be employed very 
long or hired in the first place. 
We recommend a yes vote on 
Proposition 5. 
Proposition 
6 
would 
increase the home owners' 
property tax exemption in the 
Constitution 
from 
$750 
to 
$1,750. 
The 
California 
Constitution 
exempts 
from 
homeowners’ property taxes 
$750 of assessed value, but the 
Legislature in 1972 increased 
this to $1,750 and this measure 
makes the action consistent 
with 
the 
Constitution. 
Proposition 
6 
also 
would 
require the Legislature to 
provide increased benefits to 
qualified renters comparable 
to any additional increase in 
the homeowners’ exemption 
provided 
for 
by 
the 
Legislature. This equivalent 
benefit for 
renters varies 
from $25 to $45 per year 


depending on the amount of 
the 
renter’s 
income 
We 
recommend a yes vote on 
Proposition 6. 
For 
years 
now, 
the 
California 
Constitution 
Revision 
Commission 
has 
been working on just that — 
the revision of the bulky and 
massive State Constitution. 
Four years of study by the 
commission and adoption of 
recommendations 
by 
the 
Legislature 
results 
in 
Proposition 7 being on the 
N ovem b er 
5 
ballot. 
Essentially, the proposition 
deletes obsolete provisions, 
clarifies existing law, puts 
into the Constitution rights 
which now exist in the federal 
Constitution, 
defines 
the 
rights of those charged with 
crime, 
authorizes 
the 
Legislature to revise eminent 
domain 
and 
grand 
jury 
proceedings 
and 
deletes 
material 
suitable 
for 
statutory enactment. 
M ore 
s p e c if ic a lly , 
Proposition 7 
would 
give 
noncitizens the same property 
rights as citizens and would 
assure that rights guaranteed 
by the state Constitution are 
not 
dependent 
on 
those 
guaranteed by the federal 
Constitution. 
Three 
rights 
would be placed in the state 
Constitution 
which 
are 
already 
in 
the 
federal 
document 
— 
that 
the 
Legislature make no 
law 
respecting the establishment 
of religion, that a person may 
not be deprived of life, liberty 
or 
property 
without 
due 
process of law and that a 
person may not be denied 
equal protection of the laws. 
The Proposition would allow 
for the summoning of more 
than one grand jury a year and 
would 
delete 
from 
the 
Constitution detailed rules of 
c r im in a l 
in d ictm en t 
procedure and detailed rules 
of 
procedure 
in 
criminal 
prosecutions for libel. 
We recommend, for a more 
understandable Constitution, 
the passage of Proposition 7.

Washington — Whether the view of the 
Ford inflation message is favorable, as 
with business, or critical, as with labor 
and most of the Democrats, matters 
very little 
Congress will resist his 
proposals even when returning after the 
recess and the election

There is no 
evidence that 
inflation will abate and all signs point to 
increasing unemployment, as President 
Ford indicated in his message. 


It must be said that we are seeing 
something close to breakdown in the

A creeping, crawling 
Congress dawdles over legislation vital 
to stemming a recession and advancing 
toward the economic interdependence 
that the President called for. 


The prime example is 
the trade 
reform act In the Senate, Russell Ix>ng, 
chairman of the finance committee, is 
playing Nero, savaging the reasonable 
bill that came from the House 
Playing up to every protectionist 
interest. Long is likely to bring out a 
bill, if finally anything comes out of his 
committee, that is worse than no bill at 
all It will convince America's trading

that

The 5 per cent surtax seems to have 
been proposed with little consideration 
as to its consequences 
Rep 
Henry 
Reuss, 
D Wis ,

Committee, says it will mean that 
middle-bracket taxpayers pay for the 
meager benefits in tax reduction for 
those at the lowest level. 


Reuss 
gives 
as 
an 
example 
a 
machinist 
in 
his home district 
in 
Milwaukee earning $11,000 a year His 
wife works part time as a waitress 
making between $4,000 and $5,000 which 
keeps them afloat. They would pay the 
surtax on anything over $15,000 


This, it may be argued, is little enough 
but multiplied across the nation it could 


have a serious impact on purchasing 
power If it means not buying a new suit 
or a new dress, merchants and industry 
would soon feel the consequences More 
unemployment 
would 
be 
quickly 
registered 
The President’s endorsement of the 
so-called tax reform bill that has come 
out of Chairman Wilbur Mills’ Ways and 
Means Committee is another source of 
criticism by those who say that the real 
benefits go to business 


Mills, 
a czar in the Russell Long 
pattern, put new loopholes in his tax bill, 
the critics charge 
In addition, the 
President threw in a gimmick that will 
delight corporate board rooms. That is 
allowing a tax deduction for dividends 
paid on preferred stock 


But these bones of contention serve 
chiefly to underscore the fragmentation 
of the Congress which reflects the sharp 
divisions in the country. It is tempting to 
believe that, in the face of a dire crisis, 
unity can be achieved under a trusted 
leader 
President Ford quoted from the first 
inaugural 
address 
of 
Franklin 
Roosevelt. That dramatic plea for 
courage and unity came at the bottom of 
the depression when every bank in the

Visit with George 


When possible 1 park my car in a 
parking lot of Allan Hancock College 
and scout around the campus. I stop at 
the open door of the dance studio and 
watch the students dance and I find a 
copy of the Oracle and read it on the 
lawn. 
Last week I materialized at the art 
department to view George Muro’s one- 
man show and obtain a show schedule 
for the 1974-75 academic year George is 
head of the fine arts department and I 
have this tendency to think of him as 
other than he really is 


I have yet to tell him so, but I am 
getting to know him better and maybe 
one of these days I will tell him 
Last summer he traveled and painted 
in New England, returning to Hancock 
with a one-man show This summer he 
stayed around Santa Maria and taught 
one art class and painted results of the 
three months of painting was the subject 
of his show that ended Friday 
What I like to see in an artist is change 


and experimentation. That is what I 
first noticed about this show 
For example, he painted a scene of 
laborers stooping in a harvest field in an 
impressionistic style. The acrylic paint 
was put on so thick that it looked like 
George painted the picture with a knife 
instead of a paintbrush I had never seen 
him paint like that before 


Another painting of a female nude 
standing next to a sheep was done in a 
classical style with smooth, full brush 
strokes. Why did he have the girl and 
sheep in the same picture? 
After I stepped in his office to obtain 
the schedule, I asked him 
“ Oh. I was just fooling around,” he 
began almost embarrasingly, unlike 
how one would expect an artist to begin. 
When I visit with George, which is 
usually in his office that is crammed 
with art books and art objects, I ask him 
many questions, though I don’t want the 
answers for some story 
Mostly the 
questions are about art 


What is new in art? Are artists made 
or born? Has he seen any good art shows 
recently ? 
More than once I have asked if he 
wants to stop teaching and live as an 
artist full-time. More than once he has 
said no 
And here is where the difference 
comes in. I have this tendency to think 
of him confessing yes, 


1 see him wanting to become a great 
artist and throwing teaching away and 
packing up a station wagon full of paint 
brushes,
